Station I
The Board of Trustees of the City 

of Torranoe be.re.by grants to tbe 
Associated Oil Company, a corpora- 
Ion, it*  uoeftMO.ra and assigns for 
he term of forty (40) years from the 
at day of April. 1924, subject to all 
he terme, conditions and limitations 

hereinafter made and expressed Hie 
ranchise, right and privilege to lay, 

maintain and operate a pipe line along 
ertaln «treeU and alleys In tbe City 
f Torrance, described as follows: 
Along all streets and alleys in toe 

City o( Torrance with tbe exception 
f those streets and alleys In the *e- 
trleied 4t»tjrlct of the City of To.r- 
gnoe bouaded on  tbe North by Do- 

mlnguez SUtet on the Went by
